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Evidence in China for the Garden of Eden 


In 1986 this bronze tree artifact was 
discovered in Guanghan, China. It is 3.95 m 
tall and was created by the Shu civilization 
which existed in China at the Sanxingdui site 
from 2050 BC to 1250 BC. It was discovered 
along with about 1000 other artifacts. This 
tree depicts the elements of the Adam and 
Eve story from Genesis. The bronze tree has 
birds (A) (9 birds in total), fruits with sharp 
blade-like leaves (B), a woman’s hand (C) 
and a serpent whose head is at the bottom 
(D). This 4,000 year-old piece of evidence 
correlates strongly to the Biblical account 
and is corroborating evidence from the Shu 
civilization in China. It is now on display at 
the Sanxingdui Museum, Chengdu, China.

Evidence in China for Noah’s Ark 


This 0.89 m tall intricately 
designed ancient ark is made of 
one piece of solid jade and was 
also found in 1986 with the 
other artifacts and is dated to 
about 2000 BC and belongs to 
the mysterious Shu civilization in 
China. The details of the ark 
match the Biblical account: the 
doves at the top, many animals 
within, people on the boat, and 
3 decks with waves at the 
bottom. It was located in the 
Sanxingdui Jade Art Museum, 
Chengdu, China but may have 
since been removed.
